Continuation of 2. NOTE: Proposed amendment to the claims would change the scope of the claims, thus requiring further 
consideration and/or search. Proposed new limitations regarding "the actuator portion having no inlet and outlet openings for flow 
through the actuator portion" appear to represent new matter since Figures 3 and 4 corresponding to the elected species clearly show 
inlet/outlet openings 60 in actuator portion 48. Also, while proposed amendments would generally obviate the rejections of the claims 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph as specified in the previous Office action, the proposed amendments, such as the new limitation 
referring to "said bypass valve inlet and outlet openings" In each of claims 1 and 14 also appear to Introduce new indefiniteness problems 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph to the claims since it is not clear whether the aforementioned newly proposed limitation refers to 
the plug wall inlet and outlet openings or to some other set of inlet and outlet openings. 
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
